WASHINGTON, Jan. 
29.—A 


general court martial was ordered 
today for Maj. Gen. Smedley D. 
Butler, one of the highest ranking 
officers of the U. S. Marines, for 
action 10 days ago in reflecting 
'upon Bern to Mussolini, the Italian 
dictator, m a speech at Phila- 
delphia 


,lh the speech, Gen. Butler is re- 


ported to have pictured Mussolini 
as "a hit and run driver" who 
once ran down a child along an 
Italian roadside and then observ- 
ed, "What is one life in the affairs 
of state?" There were other re- 
flections upon the policies of the 
Italian dictator in Butler's speech. 


PROTEST MADE 


A protest against Gen. Butler's 


remarks was promptly made at the 
state department by Ambassador 
Di Martmo, upon orders from the' 
Italian foreign 
office 
The state 


department asked the navy de- 
partment to investigate the inci- 
dent, and Secretary of the Navy 
Adams called upon Gen. Butler for 
an explanation. 


In a letter Gen. Butler placed in 


Secretary Adams' hands today he 
ia understood to have admitted 
making substantially the remarks 
attributed to him. The order for 
the court martial followed.

war. This ia the military statute 
that is jocularly known in the ser- 
vice as "Old Mother Hubbard" be- 
cause it "covers everything." The 
specific charge is understood to be 
conduct unbecoming an officer. 


HOOVER WORRIED 


President Hoover is said to have 


taken a personal as well as offi- 
cial interest in the case. At any 
rate, the Butler-Mussolini episode 
was freely discussed at Tuesday's 
cabinet meeting, and Mr. Hoover 
was said to have been consider- 
ably exercised over it 


Butler has long been a spectacu- 


lar and to some extent a stormy 
figure in marine corps circles. 
Although possessed of a fine ser- 
vice record, which includes the 
Congressional Medal of Honor, he 
has. nevertheless managed to fig- 
ure in a number of spectacular 
episodes which have brought him 
publicity and limelight.

Ohio Crop Production is 
Reduced 30 Per Cent By 
Dry Year Report Shows 


Prince Renounces

COLUMBUS, O., Jan. 29.—The 


1930 crop production in Ohio was 
valued at $182,064,000, or nearly 
30 per cent less than the value of 
crops produced in 1929, according 
to a report of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, bureau 
of agricultural economics, avail- 
able today. 


The drought and low prices, as 


well as a four per cent decrease in 
total crop acreage were respon- 
sible for the low farm value this 
year, according to A. R. Tuttle, 
agricultural statistician. 


Ohio corn in 1930 suffered ma- 


terially from the drouth The yield 
per acre of 25.5 bushels the lowest 
since 1890. 


Total wheat production was only 


slightly below average.

The officials said that Charles

hoga-co secretly obtained a razor 
from an unknown eource, and, at- 
tacked Dave Courtney of Colum- 
bus, serving a one to three year 
term for non-support. 


Courtney was taken to the peni- 


tentiary hospital where it was nec- 
essary to sew twelve stitches to 
close the deep gash on his face. 
The prisoner also suffered minor 
cuts.

Cleveland robber, was serving a 
term of from one to 24 years anl 
11 months to 25 years on a rob- 
bery charge. 
He was sentenced 


to the "Hole" by Warden Thomas 
who was conducting a personal in- 
vestigation of the matter.

matured early enough to escape 
the serious drouth. The yield per 
acre averaged 17.8 bushels, which 
is above the average for the past 
10 years. 


The oat crop turned out much 


better than was expected, accord- 
ing to Tuttle. Many fields matur- 
ed rather short but the grain was 
rather heavy and of good quality. 
The yield per acre this year was 
36 bushels as compared with the 
10-year ayetage of 34.8 bushels. 


Barley, like oats, showed an im- 


provement, by the late rains. The 
final yield reached 90 bushels per j 
acre. The(,acreage at 105,000 is 
the smallest since 1874. 


Total tobacco production show- 


ed a 11 p"er,cent increase over last 
year in spite of the drouth. The 
hay crop ,was about one-half the 
crop produced in 1929. 


Fruit production was exception- 


ally light both in 1929 and 1930. 
The apple crop in 1930 suffered 
from spring freeze? while peaches 
received most of their injury from 
low winter temperatures. Pear 
production showed about a nine 
per cent increase and grapes about 
doubled the crop of 1929.

new Office of Education bulletin, 
Kindergarten Primary Education, 
reveals. 


More children go to scnool today 


before they are 6 years old than 
ever before, and, in spite of de- 
creased birth rates, statistics show 
approximately as many children in 
kindergartens as in third grade. 


An increase of more .than 50 per 


cent has been noted in kindergar- 
ten enrollment throughout 'the,XJni- 
'ted States during the past 10 years, 
the growing acceptance of the de- 
.sirability of prerfirst grade train- 
ing for children before they reach 
their sixth birthday, the bulletin 
pepared by Mary Dabney Davis, 
nurse'ry-kindergarten-primary edu- 
cation specialist of the Office of 
Education discloses. 


Kindergartens are now regarded, 


as an integral part of the ynited 
States school systems, the study 
shows. They are an accepted part 
of 8 out of 10 school systems in 
cities of 30,000 or more popula- 
tion, and in 5 out of 10 cities and 
towns having populations of 2,500 
or'more., 
; , 


The average kindergarten child 


is 5 1-2 years old the latter half 
of the school year. He is one of 
a class of 52, taught by one per- 
son, and is in school 3: hours a 
day. His mental age slightly ex- 
ceeds his chronological age. 


The. average first grade pupil is 


6 1-2 years 'old the latter half of 
the school year, and. is in school 
from 4 to 6'hours dafly. There are 
40 in the first grade class, on an 
average, taught by one person. 


There is a great deal of over- 


lapping in potential ability of chil- 
dren enrolled in kindergartens and 
first grades, Dr. Davis shows in her 
study, which is a challenge to those 
in chage of curriculum planning for • 
these two grades. 


Size of cities, budgets, transpor- 


tation facilities, and Various other 


factors affect the establishment of 
kindergartens, the study reports 
graphically and statistically. 


More than 2,000 children from 


2 to 5 years old were in attendance 
at pre-kindergarten schools when 
the survey was made. 
These 


schools furnish early training and 
excellent opportunity for observa- 
tion of behavior and adjustment 
of boys and girls before they reach 
kindergarten 
or 
primary-school 
age. 


Nearly three and a quarter mil- 


lion children between 5 and 9 years 
Old enrolled in kindergarten-pri- 
mary schools are represented in 
the Office of Education study.
